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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


To  the  citizens  of  the  town  of  Gilford  the  school  board  sub- 
mits the  following  report  of  the  schools  in  the  town  district : 

There  has  been  maintained  the  same  number  of  schools  as 
last  year,  with  an  increased  length  of  the  terms  in  some  in- 
stances, and  an  additional  term  of  ten  weeks  of  the  high  school,, 
which,  at  the  date  of  this  report,  is  but  about  half  completed. 
There  has  been  no  special  change  in  the  general  plan  of  the 
schools  from  last  year,  but  the  board  are  pleased  to  note  that 
pupils  more  generally  are  availing  themselves  of  the  privilege 
of  attending  the  schools  in  adjoining  districts. 

Several  new  teachers  have  been  employed, — Miss  Arda  M. 
Hyatt  in  No.  9,  Miss  Collie  D.  Green  in  No.  6,  Miss  Nellie  S.- 
French in  No.  5,  Miss  Laura  E.  Brown  and  Miss  Mary  E.  Bennett. 
in  No.  3,  and  Olive  M.  Bennett  in  the  high  school, — all  of  whom 
are  teachers  of  experience,  who  have  worked  earnestly  and  suc- 
cessfully for  the  interest  of  their  respective  schools.  Miss  Julia 
M.  Brown  in  No.  1,  Miss  Dora  E.  Glidden  in  No.  2,  Miss  Nellie 
B.  Watson  in  No.  4,  Miss  Julia  Weeks  in  No.  9,  and  Miss  Emma, 
S.  Bennett  in  No.  12,  have  had  their  first  experience,  and  all 
are  destined,  we  think,  to  become  successful  teachers. 

In  efficiency  the  schools  are  full}'  up  to,  and  we  believe 
above,  the  average  of  last  year.  There  are  still  hinderances, 
however,  to  their  more  effective  working,  among  which  are, 
first,  tardiness.  It  is  difficult,  perhaps,  to  accurately  estimate 
the  loss  to  the  schools  from  this  cause,  but  it  is  easy  to  con- 
ceive that  a  great  benefit  will  come  to  them  by  having  every 
pupil  promptly  in  his  place.  And  then,  again,  the  benefits  that 
will  come  to  the  child  in  after  years  from  having  formed  early 
the  habit  of  punctually  attending  to  all  its  duties,  are  as  great,

and  as  difficult  to  estimate,  as  the  losses  to  the  child  are  in  the- 
other  case.  And,  parents,  you  can  do  more  to  correct  this  evil 
and  secure  these  benefits  to  your  children  than  our  teachers  can. 
Second,  absences.  A  careful  examination  of  the  statistical 
table  will  give  you  some  idea  perhaps  of  the  loss  to  your  chil- 
dren, if  it  fails  to  bring  to  your  minds  a  just  idea  of  the  hin- 
derances  to  the  schools.  Take  the  schools  in  Nos.  2  and  7, 
second  terms.  The  percentage  of  attendance  in  No.  2  is  the- 
maximum,  or  highest  that  can  be  attained,  100.  while  in  No.  7 
it  is  only  80  per  cent.,  or  20  per  cent,  below  the  former,  and 
nearly  or  quite  10  per  cent,  below  the  average.  All  of  the 
comparisons  in  the  tenth  column  are  made  after  correcting  for 
non-membership.  Take,  if  you  please,  the  second  term  in  No.  1. 
The  whole  number  enrolled  is  15  ;  daily  attendance,  9  ;  and  the 
attendance  is  but  60  per  cent,  of  the  enrolment,  or  a  loss  of  4fr 
per  cent.  If  we  were  paying  these  rates  for  the  use  of  money, 
we  should  deem  them  ruinous,  and  they  would  be  ;  but  of  these 
rates  of  loss  to  our  children  we  seem  to  give  but  little  heed. 
Third,  a  want  of  interest  on  the  part  of  parents  in  the  welfare 
of  the  schools,  though  many  of  them  are  taking  more  interest 
than  appeared  when  the  change  was  made  from  the  old  to  the 
new  system. 

The  whole  number  of  different  scholars  attending  school  in 
the  district  two  weeks  or  more  during  the  year  was  171,  of 
whom  102  were  boys,  and  69  girls.  The  whole  number  of  chil- 
dren in  the  district  between  5  and  15  years,  as  enumerated  by 
the  selectmen  last  April,  was  189,  of  whom  72  were  boys,  and 
67  girls. 

Annexed  is  a  statistical  table  furnishing  the  remaining  infor- 
mation required  by  law.

SCHOOL  REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  NO.  13. 


To  the  School  Board  of  Gilford : 

The  eleventh  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  is 
herewith  briefly  presented. 

The  seven  schools,  except  the  East  Intermediate,  have  been 
in  charge  of  the  same  teachers  throughout  the  year.  The  three 
new  teachers  who  were  engaged  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
•came  to  our  schools  with  well  established  reputations,  all  hav- 
ing had  successful  experience  elsewhere. 

The  School  street  Primary  was  divided  at  the  opening  of  the 
spring  term,  one  division  being  transferred  to  Washington 
-street,  with  Miss  Davis  as  teacher,  the  choice  proving  a  fortu- 
nate one.  Forty-five  different  pupils  have  attended  during  the 
year.  The  former  school  is  still  too  large,  and  further  changes 
will  be  necessary  at  the  beginning  of  the  coming  term.  Mrs. 
Marston's  wide  experience  as  a  teacher,  however,  has  enabled 
her  to  handle  the  school  with  her  usual  good  success.  The  East 
Primary  has  also  been  over-crowded,  as  is  commonly  the  case 
in  all  primary  schools,  but  Miss  Sturtevant  has  done  superior 
work  in  a  commendable  way. 

The  three  Intermediate  teachers, — Mrs.  Collins,  Miss  Mead, 
and  Miss  Freese, — have  all  been  faithful  workers,  and  the  gen- 
eral result  has  been  in  the  line  of  advancement. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  new  building  was  occupied 
by  the  Grammar  and  High  schools,  in  charge  of  three  teachers, 
a  third  room  being  used  as  a  recitation-room.  The  building 
within  is  light,  cheerful,  and  convenient.  It  is  provided  with 
lake  water,  and  is  thoroughly  warmed  by  furnaces  of  the  most 
approved  pattern.  The  large  cemented  basement  serves  as 
play-room  in  inclement  weather.  The  grounds  are  ample,  and 
concrete   walks  leading   from    the    street  to    the  building  and 
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around  it  add  to  the  comfort  of  the  pupils.  The  building  has 
been  kept  in  excellent  condition,  all  expense  of  broken  glass 
and  other  damages  done  in  term-time  being  met  promptly  by  the 
pupils  themselves. 

The  south  room  has  been  used  for  the  Grammar  school,  hav- 
ing an  attendance  of  fifty-nine  scholars  the  past  year.  This 
school  is  in  many  respects  the  most  difficult  one  in  the  district, 
and  it  is  also  one  of  the  pleasantest.  The  teacher,  Miss  Frank- 
lin, has  exercised  much  patience  and  judgment  in  the  discharge 
of  her  duties,  and  has  given  evidence  of  qualities  that  make  the 
successful  teacher. 

Work  in  the  High  school  has  been  carried  along  in  a  quiet, 
systematic  manner,  good  progress  being  made  in  all  the. branches 
taught.  Miss  Vose  has  been  a  most  efficient  assistant,  and  has 
taken  lively  interest  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of 
the  school.  She  has  taught  the  drawing  in  this  room  and  in  the 
Grammar  school,  and  her  classes  have  done  skilful  work,  both 
in  copying  from  models  and  in  original  designs. 

The  nucleus  of  a  school  library  has  been  formed  by  the  pre- 
sentation of  a  set  of  the  latest  edition  of  Johnson's  Encyclo- 
pedia by  the  Building  Committee.  It  is  a  gift  which  the  schol- 
ars cannot  fail  to  appreciate,  the  books  being  a  source  of  great 
interest  and  help  in  the  pursuit  of  their  studies. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  tables,  the  whole  number  of  different 
pupils  during  the  year  has  been  382,  a  gain  of  42  over  last  year, 
and  of  nearly  100  in  the  last  four  years.  The  registers  have 
been  carefully  examined,  to  present  duplication  of  scholars. 

In  conclusion,  the  board  would  remind  parents  and  citizens 
that  the  prosperity  of  our  schools  depends  largely  upon  the 
interest  they  take  in  them.  They  urge  upon  one  and  all  to 
visit  the  schools  more  frequently,  as  an  encouragement  to  pupils 
and  teachers.
